THE HORSES MOUTH 
It is our understanding that 


motorcycle racing may be discontinued 
at Santa Rosa. The horsemen have 
complained that the track has holes and 
is unsafe for horse racing.

Rights" Act to eliminate the “helmet 
law”. There have been three preliminary 
hearings with the following results: 
1. plaintiff’s request for trial before a 
three-judge court was denied. 2. 
defendants’ motion to dismiss the 
action was denied. My attorneys want 
to appeal the denial of the three-judge 
court. The usual hangup is money; the 
attorneys have volunteered their time 
but must be paid for their out of pocket 
expenses for such items as printing the 
brief (the appeals court insists on 
printed briefs) and the expenses of 
going to San Francisco to argue the 
case. At some point in the future (to be 
determined) the case will go to trial at 
which point the absence of any basis for 
a defense will become apparent. 

I would appreciate the running of a 
notice for the purpose of soliciting 
funds for the case.

In 1963 the horsemen made an 
attempt to eliminate the autos and cyles 
at the State Fair. An open meeting was 
held complete with representatives of all 
groups and their attorneys. Under 
questioning, the official veterinarian for 
the horsemen stated that some tracks 
(Vallejo for example) had more injuries 
than Sacramento and other tracks where 
auto-motorcycle racing was permitted. 
Also, no proof was given that the 
chemical, calcium chloride, was 
injurious to the horses. 

It was conclusively found that the 
complaints of the horsemen were not 
valid and motorized racing was given the 
green light to continue. These findings 
are on record and the sports editors of 
the Sacramento Bee, Union, and others, 
will verify same. 

Our track man, John Soares, has 
spent the better portion of his life 
around dirt tracks. He has made a study 
of dirt as a part of his business. Mr. 
Soares .attempted to advise the Fair 
track man after the cycle race, however 
the advice was refused. In fact, the 
opposite of our suggestions was 
employed. You can understand that our 
hands were tied as we could not go over 
his head. As a result, motorcycle racing 
was not given a fair trial. 

In conclusion, we have given the 
Santa Rosa area a Championship 
Professional Sporting Event, the largest 
in this area. We have handled our event 
in a professional manner, paid our bills, 
and given the North State taxpayers 
good entertainment. Therefore, give us 
the date we request, permit our man, 
John Soares, to work the track this way. 
If we fail to improve conditions, “fire 
us”.

Two events were run, a Beginner’s race and a Novice race. The Beginners raced 
over a mild 5-mile course for a total of 6 laps. The Novices raced over a somewhat 
rougher, but still easy, 8-mile course. They went for six laps also. Promoter Ron 
Vincellette said that the courses were intentionally held on the easy side so as not to 
discourage the beginning racers that they were hoping to attract. There were lots of 
whoop-de-doos and some deep sand, but no rocks and no real hills. 

The beginner’s class attracted some 60 riders and was won by J. Weiland on a 
Hodaka. Second place winner, Carl Jacobi, collected two trophies because he. was 
also the first finisher who was under sixteen. First rider over 40 also got some 
hardware and this one went to George Spidell. In a splendiforous display of male 
chauvinism, a trophy was awarded to the first girl to finish...Patty Clagg picked up 
this one. Is Patty a beginner? 

The Novice class had fewer riders, about 40, and Rich Durrant was the overall 
winner. Second and again first under 16 was Dean Modesett. First over 40 in an 
unspectacular 12th place overall was David Turk.

Laguna To Baker, Brown 


CALEXICO, MEXICO, Dec. 5-6, 1970 — Husky 250cc teammates Lewis Baker and 
Terry Brown won the overall and sweepstakes award in the Laguna 200 Mile race this 
weekend. 

Baker and Brown’s combined time was 7:13:10 over the 224-mile course which 
was more than 20 minutes faster than the first place two-wheel driven vehicle of Don 
Guth, 7:35:48. 

First four-wheel drive was two Ensenada residents Jaime Xicotencatl and 
Guillermo Granados. 

Of note was the performance of 13-year-old Larry Roeseler of San Bernardino, son 
of Jim Roseler, stock car racer. Young Larry rode both laps of the race and finished a 
creditable 4:50 behind Baker/Brown. 

The races are promoted by the Baja Racing Association to draw tourist trade from 
the United States. The next set of races will be on Feb. 7-8. 


Catalina Mini Race On 


After receiving a dozen inquiries to the first mention of the mini-bike race to 
Catalina, ranging from Racecrafters International to the Philco-F ord Aero-Neutronic 
Division, the race is definitely on. Co-promoters Cycle News and Pacific Coast 
Honda have set the date for the first weekend in May, 1971, to coincide with the 
12th anniversay of the last Catalina Grand Prix. 

Pat Grutch, Captain of the Los Angeles Harbor Patrol thought we were kidding, 
but says “If you are serious, I'll help”. We are. No boat licenses will be required. The 
only pending matter is Coast Guard approval of channel conditions for the day of the 
race. The Coast Guard Auxiliary will provide patrol boats for the safety of spectators 
and participants. 

Entry fee for participants has been set at $100 to discourage irresponsible entries. 
All entry fees, plus $500 donated by the promoters will be awarded as prize money 
to the winners. Rules are simple: All entries must be originally production minibike 
engine and frame (mini-bike being defined as a 2-wheel motor vehicle having 45” or 
less wheelbase). Entries must be able to operate on land as well as water, and must be 
driven by one mini-bike engine. All engines will be silencer-equipped. All entries must 
pass technical inspection for capability of operating safely on land and water, and 
all riders must wear flotation vests. 

Entries may be obtained by writing to Race Director Tom Cosgrove, Care of 
Pacific Coast Honda, 2073 W. Pacific Coast Hwy., Lomita, Calif. Cosgrove has 
promised Cycle News that he will not chum for sharks on the day of the race. 


AMA Limits Nationals 


The AMA Executive Board, meeting this past weekend, deleted seven national 
championships from the professional racing shcedule. This puts the number of 1971 
nationals at 24, down from the unprecedented high of 31 tentatively scheduled by 
the Competition Congress. 

New national number regulations were also approved by the Board whereby the 
numbers 1 through 99 will be awarded in order to the riders scoring national points 
in the previous season. As there were only 95 riders who scored points last season, 
the numbers 96, 97, 98 and 99 will not be issued in 1971. For reasons of 
superstition, the number 13 will-not be issued, either. National numbered riders will 
also be required to wear their names on the back of their riding leathers. 


Ascot Winds It Up 


Ascot Park closes out its 1970 motorcycle racing season in strong fashion the next 
two weekends with California’s state championships in both TT and Half Mile racing. 

This Sunday, the top nine riders (with the possible exception of Dick Mann) from 
the AMA National Points Standings will compete in the TT championships on a new 
course laid from the advice of Gene Romero, Dave Aldana and Eddie Mulder. Gates 
will open at 11:45 with time trials beginning at noon. The racing begins at 1:30. 
Admission is $3.50. 

The following Sunday, Dec. 20, has the same top AMA stars returning for a 20-lap 
Half Mile to determine the state’s best Novice, Amateur and Expert. Included with 
the top Experts will be Amateur John Hateley and Novice Kenny Roberts. The times 
and admission charge will be the same.

It's a better machine

CHARLIE’S PLACE, CALIF., Dec. 6, 1970 — “Twas the night before Last Chance, 
And all through the camp, Not a creature was stirring ... 

Except some dirty low-life motorcycle thieves doing some midnight Christmas 
shopping for themselves. Also not stirring, but very wide-awake, were some of 
California’s finest who were practicing the almost lost police art of catching thieves. 
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According to Dave Holeman, public 
relations officer for the California 
Enduro Association, approximately ten 
persons have been arrested or are about 
to be arrested by the California 
Highway Patrol. As of press time we 
have not been able to confirm this 
report with the Highway Patrol. We 
were able to find out that the 
Ridgecrest Police arrested three 
juveniles who had stolen bikes from the 
pit area. These ding-a-lings rode the 
bikes into the city of Ridgecrest and 
were picked up by the police for riding 
dirt bikes on the street. A routine check 
revealed the nature of the case. Said 
ding-a-lings are currently residing in the 
Bakersfield Juvenile Facility, where this 
writer hopes they will remain until 
they’re old enough to collect social 
security. 

Meanwhile, blissfully unaware that 
the police were doing something useful, 
some five hundred riders were dreaming 
of (or having nightmares about) the 
prospect of riding an enduro that was 
advertised in the menacing 
understatement, “Be prepared to ride a 
real enduro, it may not be as easy as the 
one last month!” (The Jackass). The 
start was warm for this time of year in 
the high desert and conditions were 
near-ideal. There was nò dust, 
absolutely none, incredibly none. Riders 
would throw great rooster tails of sand 
in the air which would fall to the 
ground with an audible clunk. And the 

. traction was unreal. 

As we set off due east, straight into 
the rising sun, at a fast clip, it took a 
fairly unimaginative mind to miss the 
image of traveling into that blinding sun 
on a trail obscured with dust. It would 
indeed have been a very different ball 
game. As it was, however, we had a very 
nice, very fast ride through Upper 
Fremont Valley, and across the Spangler 
Range of mountains. From there we 
dropped into Pipe Organ Canyon which 
we followed into Taegal Wash. This 
brought us eventually to lower Spangler 
Canyon, which we more or less followed 
into the noon gas check. " 

Actually, depending on your number,

the noon gas check occurred somewhere 
between 9 and 10:30 a.m. Since it was 
not necessary to eat at that early hour, 
only 13 minutes was allowed, sufficient 
for gas and a swig of coffee and back on 
to the second loop. 

The second loop was not very 
different from the first, terrain-wise. We 
went down Deadman’s WAsh, paralleled 
the Navy Road (on the West), fooled 
around in Christmas Canyon some, and 
came out on top of Fremont Canyon 
which we took to Poso Wash which 
brought us back to the start. 

This enduro was run with 
professional competence. Everything 
was right, with a capital “R”. Marking 
was superb. Even the danger marking, 
which most clubs screw up, was done to 
perfection. If there was even a hint of 
error in the distance measurement or 
the time-keeping, I couldn’t detect it. 
The starting area (at Charlie’s Place, on 
the Trona Rd.) was ideal and all needed 
facilities were available. There was even 
the right touch of humor. Best example: 
at the top of a long, steep, rocky 
downhill there’s a sign, “Cheer up. You 
could be riding an Electroglide.” 

Since this was a National 
Championship, it was expected to be 
fast and tough. It was fast. The average 
speed for the entire run was just about 
22 mph which, considering that there 
was virtually no dirt road included and 
that there were some very slow sections 
(6 mph) is a very high average, Most 
non-experts that I talked to found it 
difficult to hold the schedule (myself 
included) but Ed Wight told me that 
Tom Penton complained, “I can’t ride 
this slow!” To which Ed responded, 
“Force yourself.” 

Bob Steffan, no slouch enduro rider 
himself, told me that he felt the 
«averages were tight. Most average 
riders could not ride fast enough to 
keep on schedule. This made speed the 
determining factor in this event.” In his 
opinion, and he stressed that it was 
opinion, speed should not be the 
determing factor in an enduro. His 
opinion however is shared by the AMA. 





He also indicated that he tound the run 
to be extremely enjoyable, but a bit 
much for 100cc bike. 

Another rider, Jim Smith, called us 
today and told us very proudly the he 
had finished the race on a Honda 450 
Scrambler.: He- says he is sore all over 
and can’t walk, but he thinks he’ll live. 
Jim’ was under the impression that he 
had a first, finishing on the heavy 
Honda. Know what national champion 
Jack McLane rides, Jim? Yep. And he 
rode the Last Chance yesterday, too. 

After the run, Dave Holeman asked 
me if I had enjoyed myself and I replied 
enthusiastically that I had. It was sort of 
like a hare and hound without any dust 
and I really dug. it. I like hare and 





hounds almost as well as I like enduros. 
I mentioned that the weather sure was 
great for the run, and Dave replied that, 
“It was too good. Dust and less traction 
would have made the run a lot 
tougher.” I couldn’t agree as easily to 
that one. More difficult to keep the 
schedule, certainly. But the toughness 
has to come from the terrain and it just 
wasn’t there. 

You have to have some sections 
where it is just plain damn difficult to 
ride a motorcycle at all, let alone at 
speed. It’s what makes an enduro 
different from races and road rallies. 
Dave said that he wanted to avoid 
bottlenecks, which is certainly an 
admirable idea, but it doesn’t seem to 
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me worthwhile to avoid bottlenecks at 5 
expense of the idea of the enduro. It’s 
sort of like throwing out the baby with 
the bath. From a terrain point of view, 
the SoCal Hare and Hound was a better 
enduro than any of the enduros this 
season, which is kind of disappointing. 
You get all worked up for a really tough 
enduro (as advertised) and you finish 
before lunch, not really even tired. Next 
year however, Dave says, it’s going to be 
different. “You see that range of 
mountains with the snow,” he pointed, 
“That’s where we’re going.” 

The fairly high speeds of today’s run 
gave Rescue 3 a busy day. They treated 
two broken legs, one broken wrist, one 
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collar bone and one foot. They also 
responded to a rumor that had been 
circulating to the effect that since there 
were no open Sundays for the enduros 
next year, they would be busy with 
races every Sunday and would not be 
able to cover enduros. Not necessarily, 
they said. If they can possibly manage it 
they’ll split their forces and cover both 
events. 

A host of good riders competed in 
the Last Chance Enduro and almost 
everyone had a good time. No results 
are available of course, but a persistent 
rumor has it that Gene Burcham won it 


on his big Triumph. It was a good run J ae s 
for a Triumph. In one of the most furiously contested trailbike battles ever Jack Morgan rode his 


Hodaka to victory in the 100cc class in the Barstow-to-Vegas Hare ‘n’ Hound. 


With over 2000 riders starting this was the largest race of all times. Terry Clark, 
San Francisco Inter-Am 





Mitch Mayes and Jeff Wright took the early lead, bombing past most of the 
bigger bikes before hitting the first gas check 45 miles out. From their on it was a 
seesaw battle with Wright and Mayes finally dropping out with bike troubles.

I first met Tom White after I had 
written an erroneous statement which, 
according to a Cycle News 
correspondent, made him look 
“conceited as hell”. After discovering 
the error, I looked him up at 
Huntington Beach Cycle Park one 
Sunday to apologize. He looked a bit 
sinister peering at me through his Bell 
Star. As I began my prepared speech, 
Tom stopped me with a chuckle, “Yeah, 
I sure felt funny about that.” 

One soon finds out that he is, indeed, 
“modest of his racing abilities and one 
heck of a nice guy.” 

Naturally, it takes more than being a 
“nice guy” to win as often as Tom 
White does, so what lies beyond his aura 
of innocence, his All-American-Boy 
midwestern charm? 

It was Dan White, Tom’s_ twin 
brother, who first began racing. This 
was back in 1967 and Tom, was an 
itinerant surfer. Despite the esthetic 
similarities betwen the two sports, he 
decided right then and there he would 
never get on one of those filthy, noisy 
things...Soon enough he had his own 
100cc Yamaha and was making regular 
appearances at Elsinore and Huntington. 

Later, he was able to dump his job as 
a grocery clerk and put his hands to 
work at Orange County Cycle West. In 
the meantime the Huntington Beach 
youth saved his coins for that Dream 
Bike — a 250 Bultaco. Says Tom, 
matter-of-factly, “Bultaco is the only 
way to go if you want to win.” 

Tom started 1970 as number 28 in 
the Huntington Racing Assn. His AMA 
plate is 34x. This year he made most of 
his appearances at HBCP in a successful 
attempt to capture the number one 
plate. He broke the track record twice 
in the process, knocking a full four 
seconds off the original one to where it 
now stands: 40.80 seconds. 

While he was making all this noise at 
Huntington, Bryon Farnsworth, West 
Coast editor of Cycle and himself an 
accomplished racer (remember “Clutch 





world doesn’t do you a bit of good if 
you can only make it to the yello-flap 
lap.” — this was the prevailing 
philosphy. > 

The most radical change consisted of 
dropping the Amal concentric in favor 
of a 34mm Mikuni tagged on with a 
manifold from A&A manufacturing. 
After proper jetting, White, in a 
somewhat less articulate moment, 
describes the result as “Perfeck! I mean, 
it’s PERFECK!” Later, he says “It’ll 
never load up. I could bog it down for 
half an hour and then open it up...” He 
makes a gesture of a plane taking off. 

The new carb was topped off with an 
A&A air cleaner with a Filtron element. 
“The rule of thumb is to allow for four 
times as much air for a two-stroke as 
you would a four-stroke,” according to 
the more experienced Farnsworth. The 
cleaner is huge and weighs about as 
much as a layer of dust. 

The rest of the time was spent 
spiffing up the top end, mostly taking 
off the rough edges and generally 
eliminating anything that detracted 
from peak performance and reliability. 
No super-porting tricks. 

After Tom raced — and consequently 
unloaded — a couple of times, more 
work was obviously in order, to no 
one’s surprise. The rear wheel was found 
to be improperly laced. And the front 
one kept on hopping all over the place. 
The crown assembly was replaced an 
A&A assembly that bolted on to the 
stock Betor forks. The rim locks were 
removed because of the dead, unsprung

weight. 

The final product is a competitive 
machine that wins not because it 
outruns its opponents but because it 
always allows Tom White to outrun his 
opponents. 

Off the track he seems unlikely to be 
a motorcycle racer; slender, calm, 
friendly, loves to chat. The 21-year-old 
says, “You're z different person when 
you're on the track. The nerves, the 
butterflies — it all goes away as soon as 
the flag drops.” 

At that point Tom White becomes 
and his machine become a single entity, 
blending into a ballet of speed and 
agility. He moves through the pack of 
riders at an unhurried pace; he actually 
is barely aware of their existence. The 
race is between Tom and the track, and 
Tom wins only if he feels that he put 
out 100%. A first-place trophy is 
incidental. 

The future? Tom is going to spend a 
lot of time at Ascot in 1971. He said he 
would like to buy a 40-incher soon. He’s 
also looking forward to competing with 
his brother Dan when he finishes a stint 
in the Army in January. Dan White will 
bring home a box of trophies he has 
been winning while away in Texas. And 
his employer, a racer-oriented cycle 
dealer (everyone who works there 
races), may sponsor him on a half-miler. 

No matter, Tom remains the utmost 
individual in this racing, always in 
complete control of his machine on the 
track and off. Anything less than that, 
to Tom White, is a deficiency.

The average street rider could enter 
his street bike in motocross events for a 
long time and never learn much about 
riding motocross. The same is true for 
enduro, trials, TT, scrambles and half 
mile. 

But there is a kind of motorcycle 
competition tha. traces its heritage 
directly back to the highway — road 
racing. Competing against like machines, 
the street bike can make a perfectly 
acceptable road racer, because it is still 
on its own element — asphalt. Asphalt is 
what sets road racing apart from all the 
types of competition named above, all 
of which are performed on natural 
terrain in varying stages of manicure. 

Since the role of natural obstacles 
and impediments is eliminated, the 
design of the road racing machine can 
disregard as a constant that which is a 
variable in other types of racing. There 
has been no need to take into 
consideration any variations in surface 
between one part of the track and 
another. An enduro bike, for example, 
needs a wide range of gear ratios to 
provide for both muddy hills and dusty 
fire trails. Likewise ground clearance, 
suspension and engine tune must be a 
compromise between what is optimum 
for smooth, fast sections, and what is 
necessary for slow, rough ones. The 
road racer can be fairly confident that 
his battle will not involve a conquest of 
the elements, and so his machine’s 
capabilities can be more narrowly 
concentrated on one thing — going fast. 

If you were to list the parts of a road 
racer that are most different from other 
types of competition motorcycles, you 
could see that almost all of them are 
adaptations for extremely high speed. 
The stubby clip-on handlebars and the 
rear set foot controls allow the rider to 
get as low and flat on the bike as 
possible to minimize high speed wind 
resistance. The fiberglass fairing that 
forms the most quickly identifiable 
and unique characteristic of the road 
racer, serves the same purpose of 
cheating the wind. Road racing tires, 
made of a rubber akin to an art gum 
eraser, are triangular in cross section-to 
maximize the footprint when cornering, 
but minimize the rolling resistance when 
the bike is upright. These two 
considerations are not small ones, since 
the average street bike will use about 30 
HP just to overcome wind and rolling 
resistance at 125 MPH. 

Of course what goes up must come 
down, so stopping is just as important as 
going. Air cooled drums 12 inches in 
diameter with four leading shoes are 
common on road racers and twin 
hydraulic discs are becoming more 
popular. One highly experimental model 
uses a large air brake which is activated 
by the rider’s crotch as he slides forward 
in the seat as he starts to brake at the 
end of fast straightaways. 

The road racing engine is one element 
where compromise is a necessity. It is a 
tradeoff between absolute maximum 
horsepower, like a dragracer’s, and good 
reliability. The engine doesn’t need to 
have a wide power band, but the axiom 
that you must finish to win is true. In 
road racing engines,a gearbox with very 
close ratios is required. Since the overall 
gear ratio is high to allow for the 
greatest possible top speed on a given 
track, getting the machine underway 
from a dead stop becomes a rather hot 
proposition for the clutch, which will 
fortunately be called upon to perform 
this task only once each race. 

If you have never been to a road race, 
but would like to, prepare yourself for a 
rather subtle and delicate spectacle, like 
going to the ballet instead of Little 
Richard. I don’t mean to make any 
value judgments, because although I 
love road racing dearly, there are other 
types of motorcycle sport that I would 
rather view as a spectator. Road racing 
is very demanding on the spectator 
because it lacks the raw physical action 
of motocross, flattrack or TT. “Thrills, 
chills and spills” do not form the basis 
for road racing’s appeal, although an 
occasional participant may fall off his 
machine. 

Another problem is that most courses 
are from two to three and a half miles 
long, so that only a small part of the 
action can be seen at any one time, or in

any one race. Also the distance between 
the course and the fan is generally great 
enough to detract from-the one element 
that road racing specializes in — speed. 

Yet in spite of all this, road racing 
can be one of the most accessible forms 
of competition for the street rider as a 
participant. The AAMRR, which holds 
its races at various tracks located in the 
Cycle News East area, has a separate 
class for street machines, which is 
broken down into more classes in the 
street machines. Even in the Grand Prix 
classes, it is not unusual for a very 
slightly modified street machine to be 
highly competitive. This is a very 
different situation from motocross or 
hillclimbing or TT where _ extensive 
modifications are required to put a 
street machine on the track,and even 


‘then the end result is not likely to be 


competitive. 


INTERVIEW: 





(Tom Clark is the AMA Director of 
Professional Competition. He attends every 
AMA National event, acting in this capacity. 
The following “interview” was made with 
notes from a telephone conversation). 


First, to sort of put things in perspective, how 
many AMA Nationals were run in the 1970 
season, and of these how many were Road 
Races? 

There were twenty-five altogether, and four 
were road races Daytona: Kent, Washington: 
Loudon; and Talladega, 

How does that compare to the previous year? 
Well, Fm not sure: if there were twenty-five 
total in 1969, but there were four Road 
Races~Daytona, Loudon, Indianapolis, and 
Sears Point. 

How does it look for next season? i 
Better. These races aren`t all official yet, but 
they're pretty well confirmed- there'll be 
thirty altogether, and seven will be road 
races... .Daytona, Loudon, Talladega, Ontario 
Motor Speedway in Los Angeles, Kent, Road 
Atlanta (Georgia), and Pocono Speedway in 
Pennsylvania, 

Why do vou think Road Racing has always 
taken a back seat to dirt events in this 
country, whereas in Europe it’s the other way 
around? 

The first’ reason. of course, is just the 
historical one—the U.S. has always had a lot 
of flattrack racing, and the Europeans have 
always had a lot of pavement racing; that’s 
the way it used to be, and that’s the way it 
still is today. 

Another reason for Road Racing's not being 
as popular is that there you've got a 
participant sport rather than a spectator 
sport. 

In this country you also have the problem 
of cost. A Road course is more expensive 
initially to build, and as a result of that it's 
more expensive for a promoter to rent. So it 
gets to be prohibitive, promoting road races 
on a professional basis. 

What we need is more in the way of 
“everyday” weekend road races—like all the 
half miles and motocrosses and so forth’ that 
are always going on now. [ don’t even think 
the size of the purse is that important. People 
definitely want more road racing, and I'm 
sure a lot of them would be glad to travel to 
small-purse events. A small-purse event would 
encourage promoters to get sanctions for the 


At a recent AAMRR Open Class 
event, the fifth place bike. was ridden 
300 miles to the track. A good tune up, 
and a sprocket change may be all that’s 
needed to get a start in this type of 
competition. 

And what are the rewards? 
Road racing teaches skills that are 
directly related to and applicable to 
highway riding. On the road racing 
course there are no intersections, stop 
signs, or automobile traffic; no cars to 
pull out in front of you and no 
unexpected patches of sand or gravel. In 
the absence of these distractions you 
can learn to concentrate on the 
relationship between you and your 
machine, to polish this man-machine 
unit to a high degree of effectiveness in 
covering a given amount of roadway 
with maximum efficiency, smoothness 
and speed. You will learn that on any 


piece of road there is a stip three inches 
wide that represents all the pavement 
you need to get through a curve or turn 
with the least possible waste of time. 
You will find out how it feels to go so 
fast that the sound of your engine: is 
faint and far behind you and the roar of 
the 120 MPH wind you make is 
deafening; to go so fast that looking 
down the road is like looking through a 
long pipe at a point of light very far 
away and yet right in front of your 
eyes. 

In many ways, road racing is like a 
woman. Her charms may not be 
apparent from looking at her, but once 
you get to know her, you will come 
back for more. With each encounter, 
you grow to know her better, until 
finally you know her well enough to 
know that you will never know 
everything about her.

What do you see specifically as happening 
between you as the AAMRR and AFM? 

Pm not really sure at this point. | hope they'll 
come to us for FIM sanctions. and of course 
we'll allow our riders to enter their events as 
we have in the past. They may go 
independent. 

Fred Otto of the AAMRR says, and many 
others feel the same way, that the 
200-minimum production rule iş a little 
unrealistic, Any comment on this? ` 

Yes. L think its a fine rule, and I hope it 
doesn’t change, Here’s why, The rule is based 
upon the feeling that all the parts can be 
purchased by the average rider for any 
machine entered. 

Most people feel that that’s the unrealistic 
part—that you can't buy the kinds of things 
that go into Jim Rice's BSA, for example. 
Well, it’s our feeling that you CAN buy all 
those parts. Maybe not assemble them and 
tune them like Jim Rice does, but that they’re 
at least available to you, 

Here's another reason: factory support of 
the sport. Look what happened to GP racing 
in Europe when the  factorics-Honda,

The FIM is currently 
under pressure to adopt certain AMA rules, 
and the 200 minimum production is one of 
these. 


Will the FIM affiliation increase the number 
of AMA road races? 
It will increase International Racing in this 
country, of all types. 
Do you expect a lot of Europeans to ride with 
us next vear, say, for example, at Davtona? 
Yes. 
How about starting? Do you forsee any 
adaptation of the FIM bump-start procedure 
in this country? 
No, I myself don’t like the bump start, Any 
mass group start 1s dangerous, and the AMA’s 
is no exception to this, But.in a bump start 
situation, if a machine in the back fires, and 
somebody's in front doesn’t, you have the 
risk of running a man down. The only crash at 
the start of an AMA event this year was at 
Talladega. The wave start (starting riders in 
ips a minute or so apart) is particularly 
effective in the rain, and anywhere you have a 
blind curve or something like that right after 
the start, That's why the AMA uses it. 

How does the prize and contingency money 
look for next year? ’ 
That looks better, too. The biggest purse of 
the season next year will be the Road Race at 
Ontario Motor Spceedway--$50,000, 
Contingency money is starting to improve, 
too, We're going to print the names of 
companies who offer it on the program as sort 
of an incentive. So far Champion, Bell, Buco, 
Goodyear, Castrol, KLG, and Bates Leathers, 
and probably a few others, have agreed to 
participate in the majority of events for next 
year,

POMONA, CALIF., Dec. 6, 1970 — A 
relatively small contingent of some 200 
riders appeared for the inaugural 
motocross at Claude Osteen’s Bike Park 
today. The track, still in a fairly 
undeveloped state, was in excellent 
condition and needed only minimum 
surface preparation. 

The 500 Experts, like most of the 
day’s competitors, were forever engaged 
in a passionate battle. J. Heath took a 
hefty lead in the first and last motos. 
The rest of the time the whole pack 
tangled things up to the extent that 
virtually everyone had a good shot at a 
win. Heath was the overall winner even 
though he finished far back in one race. 
Bud Feldkamp took second, followed 
by Ted Darrah. 

Glen Lund, a top CMC Expert, once 
again dominated the 250’s, but not 
without a good deal of trouble. Lund, 
R. Hersey, and Paul Brinkman squared 
off in the third round for a full-length 
battle. Hershey led the way the whole 
route until the last lap. As the three 
contenders ducked behind a hill seconds 
before the checkered, it was 
Hershey-Lund-Brinkman. They 
reappeared in a flash, still honking on 
like nothing happened, as 
Lund-Brinkman-Hershey. The loss 
wasn’t enough to keep Hershey out of 
the day’s second pot, however. 

Three more experts pulled off the 
same sort of show in the combined 125 
Expert-Intermediate event. In the 
second moto, Mike Garrett and Murray 
Hoffman were putting on a fine show of 
strength until Mark Rick did them both 
in. Garrett came back to win the last

one and overall honors, followed by 
Hoffman and Rick. 

If there was any question about the 
quality of the course in terms of riders’ 
response, the Juniors certainly provided 
the answer. Since there were only half 
as many divisions as usual, they were 
getting in a lot of good riding. Anyone 
could tell they were having a ball, one 
reason being that the individual motos 
were somewhat longer than what 
they’re accustomed too. 

The track itself was a superb affair, 
dustless, and the only water it needed 
was donated by Ma Nature personally 
one week ago. The only “bad”’ spot was 
a short section of rough berms — the 
sort of thing that comprises 60% of 
other, more popular circuits. The rest of 
it consisted of nifty off-cambers, lots of 
passing area, and turf that offered 
traction in near-obscene proportions. 
No one seemed to mind waiting for 
their start because most folks were 
getting in a lot of wheelie practice. 

Spectators are able to lounge on the 
green hills and watch the action; there 
are a couple of spots where one can sit 
atop a grassy knoll and view the whole 
course. 

The best news is that Stu Peters, head 
of CMC, plans to “trough the course up a 
bit”, with plans for watering facilities, 
expanded pits, and general all-around 
CMC goodness. And with a location like 
Pomona, as central as can be, how can 
they lose? 

(At this point, I would like to give

CRAAASH! 





IRVINE, CALIF., Dec. 6, 1970 — Saddleback Park was a wall of noise today, and it 
wasn’t the sound of motorcycles. An estimated 12,000 spectators packed or 
squeezed themselves in and witnessed one of the greatest spectacles this country has 


seen in motorcycle racing. 

When the flag dropped in the first 
International Moto, the initial blast of 
the riders’ engines cleared and distinctly 
hear above the roar of the two-strokes 
(and four-strokes with the BSA team on 
hand) was the buzzing of “‘Ohs’’ and 
“Ahs” from the crowd on the hill. 

Dave Bickers broke out cleanly and 
was holding down first place as the huge 
pack of approximately 40 riders toured 
thé first lap. Right behind him on the 
fast course was Bengt Aberg and Sylvain 
Geboers and then a large pack of riders 
within which was the series leader, Ake 
Jonsson. 

By lap two, Geboers had taken up the 
slack from the leader and passed Bickers 
only to be passed by Aberg. All the 
while, however, Jonsson was smoothly 
moving up on the front runners and 
took over the point. 

Now that he had the lead, Jonsson 
wasn’t about to lose it, so he continued 
to open his throttle wider than anybody 
else on the course and built up a 
commanding lead of 15 seconds which 
he held to the finish some 30 minutes 
later. Bengt Aberg held on for second 
place and Miroslav Halm slipped in for 
third ahead of Ottakar Toman. 

Jonsson’s Maico was again 
“super-tuned” in the second moto and 
he snatched the lead from the start and 
led the pack through the 30-minute 
moto. The battle to catch him, however, 
made this race much more interesting 
than it may seem. 


In the first lap, while only a few 
yards behind, Aberg did an endo at the 
top of one of the bumpy climbs when 
his front wheel hit a ditch awkwardly. 
While the other riders picked their way 
by him, he quickly recovered, losing 
valuable time and places. This fall cost 
him his chance for a second moto win. 

As soon as Aberg appeared to be out 
of it, Sylvain Geboers took over the 
chase. Ake was well out in front near 
the end of the first half and Geboers 
was trying hard to close in. Several laps 
later, the cruising Jonsson suddenly 
found himself only five yards ahead of 
Geboers. Surprised, Jonsson simply 
poured on the gas and built another 
strong lead. 

But, here was Aberg, flying 
fantastically over the course in an effort 
to catch up and he caught and passed 
Geboers like he was a stationary obstical 
to be avoided, while eyeing Ake, who 
was again cruising along without 
competition. 

When the two-lap flag came out, 
Aberg had really closed the gap and was 
gaining inches on every turn and 
straight. One lap to go and Aberg had 
closed to within 30 yards. With the 
crowd on its feet, the battle was joined 
and the pair sped over the course 
passing other riders like they were 
standing still and still Aberg crawled 
closer. 

Across the finish line came Jonsson 
with Aberg a mere 15 yards behind. 


Another lap, many feel, would have 
been enough to change the outcome, 
but it never came and Aberg settled for 
second again. 

Top American in the first moto, John 
DeSoto, was forced out of competition 
in this wild second leg while again 
running as top Yank. His gas line came 
unattached and while attempting to 
connect it, he caught his foot between 
the peg and a rock. Valiantly attempting 
to continue, he rode one more lap 
before getting off with a numb foot 
(which he thought had been cut off) 
and a leg of pain. After he passed out, 
he was taken to the hospital for 
examination. 

(Contacted Monday morning, DeSoto 
reports that his foot was not broken, 
only “a torn ligament. in the Achilles 
tendon, although | came very close to 
breaking it.” The doctors have told him 
to “take it easy” for awhile, the 
hard-to-kill Hawaiian said “PIL be 
racing...in about a week.”...ed.) 


Billy Clements was another casualty, 
but one who managed to stay on the 
course. His spill occurred at almost the 
same place where Aberg went down. At 
the time, Clements was running strong 
and appeared to be on his way to the 
third moto’s top American. 

After he went down hard and 
recovered, Clements’ machine appeared 
a little sick and he settled to just finish 
the race. 


Jonsson had again taken the lead in 
this third moto and was again being 
pressured in the early stages by Aberg 


and Geboers. Geboers had held the lead 
in the first lap but dropped to third on 
the straight toward the finish line where 
Aberg and then Jonsson took the lead. 

As it was in the first two races, it was 
just ‘about all over when Ake got in 
front and Jonsson, leaving no chance for 
his two foes to catch up as they did in 
the second, built a comfortable lead and 
held it. 

Bob Grossi took over the honors as 
top American after DeSoto was forced 
out and performed very well on the 
wide open Saddleback course. He 
finished third American in the first 
moto behind DeSoto and Clements, first 
in the second (tenth overall) and first in 
the final (eighth overall). His 
performance was good enough for Top 
American and eighth overall in the final 
standings. 

The BSA team showed up after the 
completion of the Trans-AMA series but 
couldn’t get going until John Banks was 
able to garner fourth in the final moto 
before mechanical trouble pushed him 
off the course. Teammate Jeff Smith 
was the only one of the English team to 
finish all three motos and he wound up 
sixth overall. 

Ake was obviously first overall with 
Aberg second and Geboers third. A 
consistent effort by Halm and Christer 
Hammargren gave that pair fourth and 
fifth, respectively. 

Maico was again a winner in the 
500cc Sr. class and Bob Messer was the 
pilot, holding off another hard-charging 
Maico ridden by Mike Cram.

Please excuse the absence of my 
column these part few weeks, but the 
final push of our 1970 Legislative 
Session and the ensuing Veto Session 
has kept everyone ‘extremely involved’ 
at this end. It is all over now, and we 
can rest somewhat easier — at least until 
January when it all begins again with 
the 1971 Seasion. 


WIN A FEW: LOST A FEW 

Perhaps I should say, ‘win a bunch; 
lost a couple!” Because that’s about the 
way we came out. The final results are 
too lengthy to record here, but this will 
servie as a brief summary: 

We failed to obtain introduction 
and passage of “Neckbreaker” 
legislation which would eliminate 
the use of chains, cables, wires, and 
lines as barricades to public and 
private lands, 

We were successful in defeating a 
proposed $10 increase for 
Certificate of Ownership, however 
the service fee was increased from 
$5 to $8. 

And in my opinion, that is the sum 
total of our losses. On the other hand, 
these are our gains: We either defeated, 
or helped to defeat proposed legislation 


that would require mandatory 
insurance, wearing of safety helmets, 
litter containers, bumpers, special 


licenses, special identification -plates, 
stock muffler systems, etc. We also 
defeated proposals that would prohibit 
motorcycles on state lands, within state 
parks, and on private lands. Another 
attempt which was defeated would have 
prohibited motorcycles from riding two 
abreast, passing other vehicles, making 
lane changes, or occupying a lane wit 
another vehicle. g 
If your interest lies in your 
pocketbook, you may. be interested in 
knowing that MORE obtained an 
amendment to exclude motorcycles and 
motor-driven cycles from paying an 
additional registration fee based upon 
compression ratio as follows:

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Cycle News To Test 
Expansion Chambers 


Expansion chambers, about which 
there is much myth and superstition, are 
to be the subject of a fairly scientific 
study to be conducted by feature writer 
Ron Schneiders. 

Quite a few formulas have been 
devised over the years to aid in the 
design of expansion chambers. Some of 
these have been published. Cycle News 
is going to build expansion chambers to 
these published formulas for each of 
two motorcycles and test them on a 
precision dynomometer, The results will 
be a good indication of the historical 
development of expansion chamber 
design. At the same time, manufacturers 
will be asked to build expansion 
chambers for the same two motorcycles. 
These will be tested right alongside the 
historical designs. A complete report 
will be forthcoming shortly after New 
Years. 

The historical designs will include, 
among others, the designs of Dr. 
Gordon Blair, eminent British scientist 
and of Gorden Jennings, racer and 
journalist. The pipes will built precisely 
to specification by K & G Engineering, 
who intend to submit their own design 
as well. Pipes will be built for a stock 
125 Sachs Motocross and slightly 
modified 250 Yamaha DT1-B which has 
been lent to Cycle News for this test by 
Cycle in Hollywood. 





Modification of the Yamaha will be 
done Barry Eisenburg, who has tuned 
many of the fastest bikes in Southern 
California. Testing will be done on the 
.best dynomometer in the U.S. which is 
the dyno of C.R. Axtell in Glendale. 
Manufacturers who have agreed to join 
with us in this study so far are; Bob 
Bailey Mfg., E & G Engineering, Bassani 
Mfg., and Dick Dixson of Allied 
Motorcycles in Newhall. All 
manufacturers will be given detailed 
specifications for use in their designs.

SALT LAKE CITY, UTAH, Nov. 29, 
1970 — Even the sun came out to 
watch the racing at the last CMC 
motocross of 1970. The Continental 
Motocross Association laid out a 
completely new track for this race in 
anticipation of normal late November 
Utah weather. There was no snow, and 
only moderate cold. The track was 
well-saoked, but there was very little 
mud. The softened dirt quickly built up 
into beautiful berms, and the fast riders 
were going super-fast while the slower 
riders were wondering how. 

Experts really found the course to 
their liking and they staged some 
tremendous battles. In the Open Expert 
class Preston Gerber played catch-up all 
day to take home the big trophy. Pres 
only managed a third in the first moto, 
but then came from behind to win the 
last two. Gerber’s closest competitor 
was David Crandall, and David in turn 
was pushed all day by Cal Crosby. 

The 250 Expert class was just the 
opposite as Steve Burgess took early 
leads in both the first two motos and 
won going away. In the third moto 
however, Kerry Fowler forced his way 
past Steve and held the lead to the end. 
Steve had to settle for second but this 
was enough to clinch top spot for the 
day. His third moto win boosted Kerry 
into second. 

The only runaway among the Experts 
was in the 100 class where Frank Myers 
won all three motos by wide margins. 
Myers, in fact, had such a lead in the 
last moto he stopped for a bit of 
refreshment before coming in for the 
win. 

In a unique display of consistency, 
Lamar Walker took second in all three 
motos while Bill Terry took third. 
Myers wasn’t content to rest on his 100 
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Expert class on his 100cc bike. He 
almost did them in, too, winning one of 
the three motos. Unfortunately for 
Frank, Peter Crandall wasn’t going to be 
beaten by a 100, and he took the other 
two motos for a first in the class. 

Still not satisfied, Myers also 
challenged the 175 riders with his little 
100. Frank beat them all too, but he 
had to settle for second again because 
Peter Crandall had the same idea and in 
a repeat of their 125 duel Peter came 
out on top. The first 175 rider, and 
third in the class was Terry Nay. 

Novice riders lacked the finesse of the 
Experts, but not the enthusiasm. The 
100 Novice was a wild affair with Dave 
Layton winning the first moto and 
enough points in the other two to take 
first. Doug Brown won the third moto 
to boost himself into third while Cal 
Bartell didn’t win any motos but 
finished consistently high up to take 
second. The 250 Novices had an even 
wilder time, as Roger McMillen took 
home the first place trophy without 
winning a single moto. David Clark, Bob 
Krah, and Jay Colledge all won motos. 

The 125 Novice class was a little 
more normal, with only a two-way 
battle between Jerry Davis and Jim 
Christiansen for first. Jerry won the 
showdown moto and first for the day, 
leaving Jim second. Kim Morgan was the 
best of the rest for third. The Open 
Novices also followed the same script 
with M.R. Pollard taking two motos and 
first followed by Rex Bennett. Jay 
Colledge, not content with riding the 
250 Novice class, also rode this class and 
took a third for his efforts. 

So the last race of the year upheld 
the standards of CMA motocrossing, 
1970 style.

Last Thursday (appropriate date) I was invited to a thing called a Press Trials, put 
on by the Western Distributor of Norton and AJS motorcycles. It was to be a fun 
outing on dirt bikes at Southern California’s famous Saddleback Park. There’d be 
riding contests and silliness and all of the many neat things that make dirt riding such 
a ball. This apparently works out very well in England, where such a shindig is an 
annual tradition. But here in California, I don’t know. 

The thing is, we are rather highly competitive around here, when it comes to group 
motorcycling. I, for example, have this compelling urge to always be the first to, and 
away from, every stop light. As a result, I’m usually out there alone, explaining to 
the officer, when the rest of the group strokes on by. 

Riding trials, of course, is a different kind of competitive situation. The object is 
to be the most balanced, controlled rider at slow speeds. Hence you compete in your 
own category. Mine would be the Publishers Under 40 class. 

The chance to show up my only competitor (unless Mr. Ziff or Mr. Davis is still on 
this side of the age at which life is said to begin) was tempting, I admit. But the 
prospect of waging our: little duel at the end of a racing season so choked with 
superlative performances by the real motorcycle competitors that we report on, 
seemed ill-timed. Better for us lardbound picture pickers and pencil pushers to start 
the season with our inept attempts to ape the heroes that we pontificate, if we must, 
rather than cap the season with fivolity. It is the season to be jolly, but not 
ridiculous. One doesn’t bring on the novices after the Expert main events. 

I don’t believe that one should begin seriously participating in motorcycle 
competition at all if he is already in control of a motorcycle publication, not me 
anyway. What I mainly learned in my brief career as a racer was that it was as hard 
work and as low-paid as writing, and a lot of guys can do it a lot better and easier 
than I can. However, very few can write about the exploits of these “naturals” as I 
call anybody who rides better than I do. I fear that if I became too proficient at 
motorcycle competition, some of the admiration I feel for even the names way down 
at the bottom of the results, might get lost in the swelling of my head. 

Perhaps it is illusion, but I like to think that anyone who rides well enough to get 
his name in the paper is some size of a superman. At least he’s superior to me in that 
respect. The only time I ever got my name in a race report was when I wrote it there. 
So I declined to ride the first Press Trials in this country, but I don’t want the 
Norton Villiers folks to think I don’t appreciate the spirit of their invitation. 

If there is a second annual P.T., I predict that the richer public ations will be hiring 
as staffers Sammy Miller, Mick Woollett and Pedro Pi. If we become involved I can 
promise secret training and racerly cheating will become the rule and who'll put out 
the newspaper? 

Despite these forebodings, I confess I’d like to enter the next Press Trials, but for 
now, the dealers are saying business: is slow, so I’d better get busy reminding the 
people how great this motorbike sport is, and leave the demonstrating of it to those 
who do it a lot better than I.

“SAN MATEO CLOSED 


Motorcycle racing. in Northern 
California is held at many famous race 
tracks such as Uvas Meadows, the 
Salinas ‘Sand Pit’, Fremont, Lodi, and 
the numerous parks and trails. 

But all these tracks are outside San 
Mateo county. This county is centered 
around 3% million people with as much 
open space as any and no race track. 
This county has effectively banished the 
dirt rider while coveing the horse people 
with some 60 miles of trails. Trails for 
horses and hikers only. 

We had a state congressional 
representative who has a law named 
after him that could put a dirt rider in 


working on-the Hi Mountain Enduro for 
about three months now and only last 
week-we-were confronted with the fact 
that the Forestry Service is going to 
limit our enduro to only 200 riders this 
year. Being this far along with the plans, 
we had no alternative but to try to 
appeal this decision to higher 
authorities. So a meeting of members of 
local government, the school 
community, and Forestry Service has 
been planned and the results of that 
meeting will tell whether the 200 riders 
or the 500 riders go out Feb. 14, 1971. 

We are sorry that the entries haven’t 
been sent out as they usually are by 
now but we will send them out as soon 
as the terms of the agreement with the 
Forestry Department can be worked

the hoosegow for 6 cold months and/or 
500 hide$. 

The horse people of this illustrious 
county have so thoroughly closed things 
off that even after the riders appealed to 
the board of superviosrs they were told, 
things would be looked into. That last 
word was Mar. ‘70 and nothing has 
come up yet. 

The 40,000 plus motorcycle owners 
and operators must either go elsewhere, 
do their riding illegally (which is done) 
or take their chances on the open street, 
(instant death). 

For these reasons the San Mateo 
County Motorcycle Assn. was formed. 
The members include the county’s 
motorcycle dealers and clubs with some 
interested private members. Their intent 
is to acquire some land for the rider so 
as to keep him off the street and off the 
horse trails. The chances of any 
legislation of this sort happening are nil 
with the present political structure. For 
this reason the association decided to 
aid in the campaign of some candidates 
who are sympathetic to motorcycles. 

The campaign was successful but the 
chances for success are still slight as the 
local officials still consider motorcycling 


as ‘bad guy’ stuff. 

The association needs assistance from 
all riders and enthusiasts in San Mateo 
county to get anything done. The Board 
of Supervisors must have been slightly 
impressed last March when over 200 
people showed up to witness a meeting 
about motorcycle trails but the weight 
of the county’s 800 horsemen must 
outweight the 40,000 plus 
motorcyclists, at least in some ways. 

Time will tell as it is up to the 
association to publicize themselves and 
their cause so that the rider will. feel 
something to attach to. Their first big 
affair will be on Jan. 1, 1971 at Uvas 
Meadows (Cycle Hills) in Santa Clara 
county where a picnic and playday will 
kick things off.

SILENT RESPONSE 


We recently received a copy of the 
article, “Power of Silence”, published in 
Cycle News November 10, 1970. We 
would like to congratulate you on a 
very fine article. 

Some motorcyclists have received a 
bad name from their noisy vehicles and 
you have confirmed our stand by 
demonstrating that noise from .these 
vehicles is not necessary and that they 
can be quieted without significantly 
reducing the horsepower. 

As you are aware, the California law 
requires new motorcycles used for street 
to comply with maximum permissible 
noise limits which ‘are enclosed. To 
determine. compliance with this 
standard the Department uses the test 
procedure referred to in your paper. 

We firmly believe that the type of 
article which you have produced will 
help to educate the motorcycling public 
that noise does not denote a powerful 
vehicle, and that noise is the one item 
which is most likely to cause adverse 
legislation against the use of these 
vehicles. We would encourage you to 
continue this type of reporting.
